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*Tax Reform Group Hunting Revenue, Not Relief

SACRAMENTO   Little 
realization of the magnitude 
of the problem facing thr- 
Advisory Commission on Tax 
Reform, appointed some 
lime ago by Governor Ron- 
old Reaean, has filtered 
through the public in gen- 
ml.

The Commission is hradrd 
by Houston I. Flourno?. 
state controller, prorxiblv 
one of the mo5t informed 
and knowledgable tax au­ 
thorities in California.

Flournov's r o m m i s slon

has hold a number of inert- 
inps, and hearings, but de­ 
spite the fact a report is due 
by Jan 1. it has not as yet 
resolved the mass of tax in­ 
formation and recommenda­ 
tions obtained through those 
hearings into any form of 
final recommendation, 
which will serve as the 
"package' 1 it is expected to 
submit to tho 1969 legisla­ 
ture.

The problem, according to 
the controller, is primarily 
the equalization of the tax 
burden as it applies to cities, 
counties, and the state itself.

It definitely Is not. he ex­ 
plained, concerned with "tax 
relief." a subject of which 
much has been heard during 
the current year, neither is 
it a matter of finding ways 
and means of reducing the 
over-all amount of income 
derived from the state and 
local governments through 
the various methods of taxa­ 
tion these entities apply.

The controller points out 
that the .lob of the commis­ 
sion is to make reoonrnrnda- 
tions which will assure the 
continuation of s suppy of 
tax revenue to guarantee the

functioning of government, 
even though the source may 
be somewhat different than 
it is at the present time

Asked whether the pass 
age of proposition l.\ with 
its provisions of property tax 
relief, would help or hamper 
the commission in its work. 
Flournoy said this new con­ 
stitutional amendment is 
more on the order of a stop­ 
ping sione 10 tax reform.

The property tax. he 
pointed out. is onlv one 
source of i-evonue. and even 
though it is a primary source 
for c i t i e s and counties, it

cannot be considered singly 
in the over-all studies.

There is the strong possi- 
bilitv that in the effort to 
achieve more equality in tax 
ation, that the benefits and 
exemptions accruing to char­ 
ities, non-profit organiza­ 
tions, an their donors under 
the present laws, may come 
in for a re-shuffling.

The commission has rec­ 
ommendations before it 
which point out the fact that 
there has been re-valuation 
in recent times of the>*' tax 
exemptions, and that the re- 
vrnue losses there from 'are

substantial and growing 
stoadily."

The question is raised as 
to whether public tax sup­ 
port through exemptions, for 
example, of social and coun­ 
try clubs, should take pre­ 
cedence over support of 
school activities. Or whether 
tax support of lodges and 
veteran organizations should 
take precedence over the 
need for more medical 
schools in a time of project­ 
ed shortages of doctors'*

Further, the commission is 
considering a recommenda­

tion that statutory and con­ 
stitutional changes be initi­ 
ated that would remove all 
private non-profit property 
tax exemptions over a ten- 
year period.

These are only a few of 
the many matters being con- 
sideix^d by the commission. 
It seems reasonably obvious 
that no matter what r»com- 
mendations are made finally 
to the legislature, that a 
veritable storm will be 
blown up as a result, for the 
simple reason that no tax 
shift can be made without 
someone Retting hurt.

No Place for Amateurs
The federal government h.is an 

absolutely miserable history of man­ 
aging its affairs. It is unable to insti­ 
tute rny kind of cost control in its 
operations, any sort of modernization 
in most of its procedures and many 
of its basic services such as the postal 
sen ice have come close to collapse. 
With such demonstrated management 
incapacity, it is inconceivable that 
anyone would suggest thnt the gov­ 
ernment should take over responsi­ 
bility for more of the management cf 
the country's affairs. Yet. this is hap­ 
pening and in the critical field of med­ 
icine.

Public officials in departments rf 
government in criticizing and recom­ 
mending changes in the U.S. medial 
system presume to know much more 
about the delivery of medical care 
than those who have spent their lives 
in medical training and in the prac­ 
tice of the medical arts. That this

seems unreasonable is a massive un­ 
der statement.

When answers are sought, it 
should be recognized that the medical 
profession itself is more greatly con­ 
cerned than anybody else in finding 
new ways to assure the avr.ilability of 
the best in medical care for all who 
need it regardless of their financial 
ability to pay. It is moving to expand 
its facilities and its personnel and to 
create new ways to insure or prepay 
major medical costs for the individual 
The high quality health care charac­ 
teristic of U.S. medicine today, which 
many now want to regiment, divide 
up and give away, was developed in 
an atmosphere of individual freedom 
and voluntarism. The present medi­ 
cal system should not be dismantled 
by amateurs, and it should be remem­ 
bered that answers can be found by 
consulting those who know most 
about the subject.

Closing down of San Francisco 
State College until "such time as it 
can be re-opvned on a more rational 
basis" marks something more than a 
cessation of activities in one of Cali­ 
fornia's oldest and most respected ed­ 
ucational institutions.

The closing, in fact, signiiics sub­ 
mission of the state to the forces of 
anarchy, and tacit admission that nci 
ther local nor state law enforcement 
agencies are able to rope with a hand­ 
ful of gun-toting Black Panthers 
whose activities appear to be the fos­ 
tering of revolution rather than the 
promotion and welfare of higher edu­ 
cation.

It seems almost unbelievable that 
the college administration, if unable 
to maintain order Itself, would not 
call in the proper law enforcement of- 
ficialsrto assure continued operation 
of an institution costing the taxpayers 
of California nearly $20 million a year 
for the education of 13.500 equivalent 
full-time students.

In effect, the college administra­ 
tion has shaken the confidence, not 
only of the students who are attend­ 
ing to secure an education, but also 
the general public, in the ability of the 
state to continue its multi-million dol­ 
lar higher educational system on nor­ 
mal procedures. In other words, ran 
a student enroll in the future with 
assurance of being able to complete 
his studies, obtain his degree, and 
make himself ready for the duties and 
obligations of a citizen?

Such confidence hardly can be ex­ 
pected after the closing down of one 
institution until it can be re-opcncd 
on a "more rational" basis.

California has plenty of law on its 
statute books to keep the campus op­ 
erating. It has penty of police, both 
state and local, to maintain order on 
the campus. And there always is the 
utimate action of calling in the na­ 
tional guard If things get too rough 
for the local police.

Thus, it would appear the college 
administration is unwilling, rather 
than unable to meet the problem head 
on, and assure continuation of its edu­ 
cational facilities on behalf of the vast 
majority of students who are attend­ 
ing the college with serious motives 
in mind.

The closure appears to have 
stemmed from the action of state col­ 
lege chancellor Glenn Dumke In or­ 
dering the dismissal of a Blank Pan- 
ther instructor, who allegedly advo­ 
cated gun-toting on the campus. As 
state college ch?ncelor, Dumke's au­ 
thority in such matters should pre­ 
vail without question. Academic sen­ 
ates, student unions, and other or­ 
ganisations which want to run the 
state colleges, may have a place In ad­ 
visory capacities, but when their ac­ 
tivities shut down an entire college, 
it is apparent the vcice cf authority 
has been removed from the source 
the laws of the state intend that voice 
ta be lodged. HCM.

If you come 
down while starting on a va­ 
cation to the mountains, it 
becomes somewhat impor­ 
tant.

If you come down while 
starting on a lunar or Mar­ 
tian vacation, it may be of 
crucial importance.

Most doctors agree, with­ 
out knowing very much 
about the common cold, that 
it ii the foremost disease af­ 
flicting the human race. It 
may be a mild nuisance, ex­ 
cepting rare instances, to the 
Individual, but it seriously 
diminishes the work capa­ 
city of all mankind.

Space exploration is work, 
the mod exacting work ever 
deviled You can't work well 
If your ears are buzzing with

antihlstamlnev You are 
playing with fire if you try 
to work, mentally or physi­ 
cally, with even one degree 
of temperature.

Doubtless the astronauts, 
Schirra. Cunningham and 
Kisele. in orbit in the preli­ 
minary Apollo trials, were 
more concerned about the 
brief failure of their AC
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electrical system than about 
their colds.

The electrical failure 
could bring them to earth in 
a hurry, with unforeseen 
risk and improvisation, but 
colds are usually self-limit­ 
ing, and would go away, God 
willing.

We are perpetually fool­ 
ing ourselves like this. Here 
on solid earth our self-de­ 
ception in moderate forms 
seldom has bad results. Few 
colds, for instance, run into 
incapacitating p n e u monia 
Rut if you're hopping about 
th«> lunar surface in a space 
suit, the problem is In an­ 
other dimension.

The doctors attached to 
the Space agency didn't 
have much to say about Shir-

ra's cold, which his compan­ 
ions promptly caught They 
couldn't even prescribe two 
aspirins, and get to bed.

Certainly candidates for 
orbital flight are given ex­ 
haustive tests over months 
They must have sound 
hearts and circulation, diges­ 
tive and respiratory systems. 
One flaw and they're dis­ 
qualified. But nobody can 
foresee a cold, how or why 
or when the virus takes 
hold.

The doctors might have 
said the environment Inside 
the apace vehicle is condu­ 
cive to viral Inroads. Maybe, 
and maybe not. It's plausi­ 
ble, but that's only a lay­ 
man's guess

The problem of safely 
projecting a human being 
to a heavenly bodv has a 
thousand facets, both in the 
journey and the sojourn.
